fhould: enforce from them that loue the 
monuments of her neuer dying: memo- 
rie, a feruent. bond: of zeale tothatname 
and worke of God, the ground whereof 
wastaid by her, the happinefle of whofe 
raigne was our vnipeakable ioy, and will 
be deriued to-ourpofteritie: 3 
-o And howfoeuer: God. pleafed not to 

fuffer the performance of that excellent 
worke inher daies(asthee likewife denied 
King Dasid, whole pucpofe: and prepara 
tion was tov haue built a Temple for the 
Lord)yet hee raifed vp (like Salomon) the 
beft and: wifeft among the fonnes ofmen 
to be our King, and hathibent his royal 
difpofition, by many-gratious priuileges, 
and giuing his cuftomes freely, to _ 
S| this

this Temple for the Lord, yea many liuing 
temples forthe honour of his name. 

What hall wee then fay,when thus the 
powers of heauen andearth encouraged 
the enterprize,and ftirred vp the fpirits of 
worthie men,not the bafeft,but of the beft 
and moft honorable minded in the king- 


dome, to engage themfelues to folicite 


their friends to aflemble and confult ad- 
uifedly howto replantthis vnnatural vine 
to make it fruitfull, when they lookedto 
heauen they faw a promife, and looking 
to earthwardthey fawableffing. And al- 
beitin that infancie their numbers were 
but {mall,yee their willing refolution fup- 
plying that want,they made out 3: fhippes 
with Captaine Newport, for adifcouerie, 
who within few monethes returned with. 
relation of a countrie difcouered:and fea~ 
ted like that pleafant land: defcribed: by 
Mofes,the tones whereof were brafle'and: 
iron, whofemountaines,vallies & {treams. 
did all attend fome' good employment; 
that they {aw apoore people liuing: there: 
inthe fhadow of death, withourlight or 
ab gc api: 3 fenfe:

fenfe of their own miferie, and that there 
wanted nothing but induftric and art to 

addeto nature. yet VA 
Vpon which encouragement new fup- 
plies. were made; with expedition fome 
few hundreds of our men were lefrthere 
by Captaine Newporr,with al kind of pro- 
uifions and dire@ions for the ground 
and foundation of a Common-wealth. 
Their barbarous king Powhatan entertai- 
ned them louingly, and admitted them a 
large countric to inhabit, the poore Sa- 
uages brought them fuch reliefe as they 
had; our owne people wrote letters home 
in praife ofthe countrie,and labored their 
friends to’ come thither, they began to 
fortifie where they faw conuenient, they 
buile a Church and many houfes toge- 
ther,which theynamed fames Towne,they 
nourished their fwine,hens,and other pro- 
uifions they caried out of England,which 
plentifully: encreafed : they: cut:downe 
wood for wantcor; blacke walnut: tree, 
Spruce,Cedar.& Deale, they gotrich furs, 
dying ftufleyminerals and iromore (which 
te ou | made

made excellent good iron) they planted 
orange trees, corne,and fundrie kindes of 
feeds, they made Sopeafhes.and Tar,with 
fome Sturgeonand Caueare, and of each 
ofthefe they fent vs {mall quantities, with 
{tore of Saflafrafle, and ome wine of thofe 
countrie grapes foratriall: all which be- 
ing the worke but of a {mall number,not 
fully fettled, gaue fufficient teftimony 
what might bee effeGed there by fettling 
good gouernmét, and fending more {up- 
plies ofmen,and meanes to plant the foile 
and make difcoucries. ) ion 
This happy proceeding caufed the acti- 
_ onto be accounted as wonne, and caufed 
fo many willing minds to aduenture their 
monies, that there wanted not fufficient 
meanes,to furnifh out a fleet of 9. good 
fhips, with the better part of fiue hundred 
_mentoinhabit there. Sir Thomas Gates 
being Lieutenant generall, and Sir George 
Semmers Admirall of Uirginea, both of 
themappointed‘by commiflion to refide 
inthe countrie to gouerne the Colonie, 
which together (fet faile and departed the 
; coalt

coaft of England witha faire wind the fir 
of lune 1609. | | 
But who can withftand the counfell 
ofGod that fitsin the ftearne ofall aati- 
ons,and fo dire@ed this prefent flect, that 
beforethey cameneere the coaft of V:r- 
givea,the hip namedthe Sea Venture, be- 
ing alfo Admiral of the fleet, wherin were 
hipped the two Knights. before named, 
and Captaine ACewporr with an hundred 
and fittie perfons,was violently taken and 
carried with the rage of tempeftuous 
ftormes, without hope or likelihood of 
life at leaft an hundred leagues to the 
fowthward, till they arriued vpon the 
defperate fhore of the Ilands of Bermudus, 
where betweene two rockes the hip fplit 
in peeces, and yet by the miraculous hand 
of Godand induftrie of the Captaines, all 
the people efcaped fafe tolandand nota 
man perifhed, | 
Of whofe long abode and preferuation 
in thefe broken deferts, & of their ftrange 
and wonderfull deliveric thence, it is al- 
ready related and publithed by Sir Tomas 


Gates 
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Thenew life of Uirginea, 
Gates, and fol returne to the other eight 
fhips which efcaping the danger of {eas a- 
riued atthe port, andlanded their menin 
Crginea.

~ Bywhich meanes the body of the plan- 
tation, was now augmented with fuch 
numbers of irregular perfons,that it foone 
became as fo many members without a 
head,who as they were bad and cuill affe-

neths,Ambition,floth and idlenes had de- 
voured the fruits of former labours,plan- 
ting and fowing were cleane giuen ouer, 
the houfes decaied, the Church fellto ru- 
ine,the ftore was fpent, the cattell confu- 
med, our people ftarued, and the poore 
Indians by wrongs & iniuries were made 
our enemies, two of the fhips returning 
home perifhed vpon the point of U/hane, 
the reft of the fleet came thip after fhip,la- 
den with nothing but bad reports and let- 
ters of di{couragement: and which added 
the more to our crofle, they brought vs 
newes thatthe Admirall (hip, with the two. 
Knights and Captaine ACewport were mif- 
fing,feueredin a mightic ftorme outward, 
and could not be heard of,which we ther- 
fore yeelded asloft formany moneths to- 
gether, and fo that Virgine voyage (as I 
may tearme it) which went out {miling on 
her louers with pleafant lookes, after her 
wearie trauailes, did thus returne with a 
rent and disfigured face: for which how 
iuftly her friends tooke occafion of for- 
row, and others to infule and fcoffe, let 
Lemme de men. 
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men of reafon iudge. And as for thofe 
wicked Impes that put themfcluesa fhip- 
boord, not knowing otherwife how to 
liue in England; or thofe vngratious fons 
that dailie vexed their fathers hearts at 
home,and were therefore thruft vpon the 
voyage, which either writing thence, or 
being returned back,to couer their owne 
leaudnes doe fill mens eares with falfe re- 
ports of their miferable and perilous life 
in Virginea, let the imputation of miferie 
be to their idlenes,and the blood that was 
{pilt vpon their owne heads that caufed 
it. 

And howfoeuer it is true, that vpon 
thefe cuents many adventurers whichhad 
formerly well affe@ed the bufinefle, when 
they faw fuch vnexpected tragedies, with- 

drew themfelues and their monies from 
aduenture. Notwithftanding it leflened 
much the preparation, yet it hindred not 
the refolution of that honourable Lord 
(appointed Lord Gouernour) to goc in TheLotdle 
‘his owne perfon, who together with the 
reft of the aduenturers affifting hisfetting

forth, having in their wifedomes rightlie 
weighed, that to the defired end of all 
good adionsin this life, the way doth lie 
as well, with rough and craggie fteps as 
finooth and eatie paths, did prefently fet 
on with three good fhips,wherin the Lord 
Gouernour, attended with Sir Ferdinando 
VV ainman &{undry others, ferfaile from 
the coaft of England, in the beginning of 
Aprill 1610,and on the 9. of Iunearriued 
fafely at the disfortified fort in Usrginea, 
whereshis Lordthip finding their defpe- 
rate condition fo poore and meane,and 
fo cleere a confumption ofall former em- 
ploiments,that.{carfely appeared the fteps 
or print of twenty hundred groats disbur- 
fed, which had truly coftthe Aduenturers 
here aboue twentie thoufand pounds. 
And thus. wee ftood in ftate of Mar- 
chantsthat had aduentured muchand loft 
all : in which cafe we might now make an- 
{were with King 4/exander (hauing giuen 
away alto his Captaines) we had nothing 
left buthope, and this hope of ours wee 
fixed much(ifnottoomuch)ypon that ho- 
Beier cs cise nourable 
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Thenew life of Uirginea. 
nourable Lord: Gouernour, then landed. 
in Uirginea,who as the world & our felues. 
knew right well to be religious and wife, 
of a ftrong bodie.and valerous minde, 
and: vnder his wings fo confidently repo- 
fed the thield of our bufineffe; that God: 
minding to make vs know that our arme 
was yet but fleh, een in the front of his 

, enterprize onerthrew.the Nobleman by 
laying {uch a heauie handof fickneffe and 
difeafes vpon him, that vnable to weld 
and fupportthe ftareof his owne bodie,' 
mucheffe the affaires'of the Colonie, he 
was forced with griefe of heart, through 
the anguifh and dolor ofhis maladie, and 
for remedieto-faue hislife,after eight mo- 
neths fickneffle to returne for England a- 

~ gaine: which when the Aduenturers faw 
that the expedtance of {uch apreparation ,. 
came.to nothing, how greata dampe of | 
coldneffe it wrought in the hearts of all, 
may eafilybe deemed... | | 

. And yethad we left one fparke.of hope 
yoquencht, forbefore wee knew any fuch. 
thing of his Lordthips weaknefle, or once

imagined his returning home, we had fur- 
nifht out Sir Thomas Dale witha good fup-. 
plie of three fhips, men, cattell, and many 
prouifions: all which ariued fafe at the 
Colonie the 10.0f May 1611.And notwith- 
ftanding the Knight at his landing there, 
found the Lord Gouernour to bee gone, 
whereof he wrote vs home moft dolefull 
letters, as alfo of the fewneflec, idlenefle 
and weake eftate wherein hee found the 
Colony;yetdecyphered he the country in 
diuers of his letters with admirable praife, 
giuing vsnotice ofhis proceeding to for- 
tifte,to build, to plant, and thatthe health 
of our men was nowrecouered by fetting 
them to labour, afluring the aduenturers 
folongas he remained there, their fhips 
fhould neuer returne emptie; his words 
are thefe: But if any thing other wife then 
well betide mein this bufineffe,let me commend 
untoyour carefulnef[e, the purfuite and dig- 
nitie of this bufineffe, then which your purfes 
andendeuours will neuer open nor trauell ina 
more acceptable aud meritorious enterprize, 
take foure of the best kingdomes in C briften- 
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T he new life of Virginea. 
dome, and put them all together, they may no 
way compare With this countrie either for com- 
modities or goodueffe of forle. And this {parke 
(Ifay) fo kindled in the hearts of thofe 
conftant aduenturers, thatin the greateft 
difafters neuer fainted, which hauing paft 
ouer fo many fouleand wearie {teps, and 
feeing now fo faire a way before them, 
bent all their wits and confultations how 
to fecond this good beginning of fuch a 
fetled gouernment. And after many mee- 
tings, when they could refolue'vpon no 
great {upplie for want of meanes, the dif- 
couragement of many being fuch by for- 
- mer ill fucceffe, yet in fine it was refolued ;
